Covered  Employment

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for  credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing  newspapers 
or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and  business 
establishments 

-  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working  in  a 
rehabilitation  facility

Employed

In  Gallatin  County  the  transportation,  communications  and  public 
utilities  industry  showed  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  new 
businesses  in  1987  versus  1986,  while  the  number  in  the 
manufacturing  and  services  industry  remained  the  same.   Twenty- 
eight  new  businesses  and/or  changes  of  ownership  were  reported  in 
both  February  and  November  business  months. 

The  most  lucrative  industry  in  Gallatin  County  in  1987  was  the 
mining  industry.  Although  mining  ranked  12th  among  industry 
groups  ranked  by  average  annual  employment,  it  had  the  highest 
average  annual  wage  at  $25,900.  The  retail  trade  industry 
provided  the  highest  average  annual  employment,  yet  was  ranked 
12th  among  industry  groups  rated  by  average  annual  wages,  with 
wages  of  $9,206  per  worker. 

Unemployment  in  Gallatin  County  was  down  in  1987  to  5.7%  from 
6.0%  in  1986.   The  number  of  unemployment  insurance  payments 
decreased  10.9%  from  1986  to  1987  and  the  amount  paid  in 
unemployment  insurance  benefits  was  $278,730  lower  in  1987  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  population  in  Gallatin  County  in  1980  was  42,865,  according 
to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.   The  number  of  Gallatin  County 
residents  who  worked  in  areas  outside  the  county  was  1,740,  or 


approximately  10%  of  the  total  county  residents.   Gallatin 
County  workers  who  lived  in  areas  outside  the  county  numbered  489 
and  these  workers  were  approximately  3%  of  the  total  employment 
in  the  county. 

Total  employment  in  the  county  remained  fairly  stable  over  the 
period  1984  through  1987.   In  the  services  industry,  employment 
showed  a  steady  increase  since  1980.

Males  outnumbered  females  in  Gallatin  County  in  all  age  groups 
under  the  age  of  50.
